Mariazell, Famous Austrian 
Church Of Pilg 
Miracles Marks 800th Year 


Dr. Walter Frodl 


On June 22 Austria issued the first stamp in a new definitive 
series the designs of which. will picture famous buildings of the 
nation. It is a 1 Schilling value in dark brown picturing the Church 
of Mariazell. This item is somewhat commemorative in nature for it 
marks the 800th anniversary of the establishment and building of 
this-three-towered place of worship. It is the scene of many pilgrim- 
ages — miracles have happened there. The stamp is certainly of 
prime interest to Collectors of Religion on Stamps and those who 
limit themselves to churches on the world’s adhesives.

the anniversary was regarded as 
the appropriate moment for the 
execution of extensive restora- 
tion work both inside and outside 
the basilica. 

The impressive, three-towered 
building as it stands today is ap- 
proximately 85 metres long and 
30 metres wide, the dome space 
rising 40 metres from the ground. 
It is the work of the architect 
Domenico Sciassia of Misox in the 
Grisons and was erected between 
1644 and 1673. There were at 
least two earlier structures, name- 
ly, a romanesque church, the 
construction of which, according 
to a more recent inscription on 
the main entrance, was begun 
about the year 1200, and a gothic 
building of which the nave with 
the porch, the west entrance, and 
the center spire survived exten- 
sive baroque renovations. 

The gothic choir, probably 
erected in 1340, was dismantled 
when the church was rebuilt in 
the 17th century. Between 1380 
and 1396, the three-aisled hall 
church was erected following

The New Zealand Post Office 
announced that the 1957 Health 
stamps will be placed on sale Sep- 
tember 25. There will be only two 
denominations in this year’s series 
3d (2d postage 1d Health) and 
4d (3d postage + 1d Health). 


The design of the 3d by L. Cut- 
ten depicts a life-saving team go- 
ing into action. The stamp is print- 
ed in two colors, the subject be- 
ing shown in black and the back- 
ground green. The 4d features a 
beach scene. It was drawn by L, 
C. Mitchell; the colors are: center, 
blue; frame and lettering, red. 
The stamps are being printed in 
Antwerp by Waterlow & Sons, Ltd., 
by the rotary direct plate process.

Several first_ flights” have been 
made in France recently. These 
are as follows; On April 29 Air 
France made a first from Paris to 
Lille. This cover is cacheted ‘‘1st 
Liaison Aerienne-Postale De Nuit- 
Lille’ (in red) and backstamped 
Lille April 30. The return flight 
from Lille has the same cachet but 
in black. On February 4, a flight 
was made from Paris to Auckland, 
New Zealand. This item has a red 
cachet (Premiere Liaison Aerien- 
ne Directe-Paris-Auckland 4 Feb- 
rier 1957’. This is b/s- Auckland 
February 7. I have not seen an 
Auckland dispatch on this ‘‘first’’. 


On March 2 a helicopter first 
from Paris went to ~-russels. This 
Sabena flight has a red cachet on 
the Paris dispatch while the Brus- 
sels return flight 3-3-57 has the 
regular black Sabena helipost can- 
cel. You may look your flight cov- 
ers over close for some helipost 
covers do not have fancy cachets 
but merely a helipost cancel. While 
on Sabena it must be mentioned 
that on March 13 a first went to 
Bucharest and another went to 
Budapest. The Budapest is b/s 
March 13 while the Bucharest is 
b/s March 14. These two are not 
helicopter flights.

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I Am Through With Problems 


That is of course unless I find another one as tricky as the one 
that has been discussed in the past couple months. Here I am down 
in Florida and trying to live like a native and feel like a retired north- 
erner. To do this we try to avoid as much work as possible and to 
be active in the outdoors to keep us in good 
physical condition. 

However, any man who retires and 
stops everything is headed in the wrong 
direction. One must have some active in- 
terests to keep him well and fit, and I 
know of nothing that I can do easier than 
to write and work with stamps. After a 
few hours per day at such activity I try 
to get outdoors a bit either roaming about 
our yard or over at the golf club which 
is directly across the road from our home. 

Since I started this stamp problem 
some several weeks ago I have been Joad- 
ed with letters that I have to read. I can 
not attempt to answer any of them as there 
are too many, so the answers must come 
thru this column. Besides reading the let- 
ters I have had to make a set of cards, 
one for each state and then carefully enter 
the name and address of the first person 
from each state who comes up with a cor- 
rect answer. It can be said that the way 
the problem was stated, that there can be many different correct an- 
swers, 

Anything that worked out in a correct manner is acceptable as 
an answer. Perhaps I should have stated in the first place that the 
sum paid each man was less than a dollar; that would have nar- 
rowed down the possible number of answers to a very few. Some 
people split the answer up so that they figured part of the stamps 
sold in dozen lots at so much per dozen and thus had the stamps down 
to a fraction of a cent each. Such answers I could not accept since 
among collectors trading one with another, they are seldom figured 
per dozen, but at so much per stamp. So I felt it not fair to consider 
such answers. 

After the first statement of the problem there was a goodly num- 
ber of answers but only about a dozen that were correct. After the 
second statement of the problem where things were cleared up a bit 
a real shower of answers came and it has been a big job to read and 
check all of them. I do not remember anything ever printed in this 
column that has brought so many letters to the editor as has this 
problem. Naturally the offer was a prize of a 30-word classified ad- 
vertisement to the first person from each state, also from Alaska, 
Hawaii and Porto Rico. I have added Washington, D.C. to this list, 
maikng 52 prizes in all, but even then there are at this writing (June 
13) 23 states from which a correct answer has not been received. Sev- 
era! of these may come before July 1 however. I have already 
spent several days time in handling this problem and as I said at the 
beginning, “I am through with problems”, This is of course unless 
I find another hot one. 

There have been some very interesting answers. Page after page 
of algebra has been used by some. A school principal in Maine wrote 
nine full 8% x 11 inch pages of school stationery in pen and ink in 
explaining his solution of the problem. 

One of the most interesting answers we have is from John Woyke 
of Forest Park, I]. I am printing this answer below for it shows 
what our young students are doing and what their aims and ambi- 
tions are. We feel certain John will succeed in whatever branch of 
engineering he may choose. As for algebra which he mentions we 
forgot all we ever knew about it years ago and in problems such as 
this we have always worked them out by guessing numbers and then 
proving them backwards. I well remember an algebra problem in 
school I was about 16. I was the first in the class to get the right 
answer but I could not do it by algebra. I had picked numbers at 
random and figured the problem backwards and came up with the 
right answer 

Now for the letter from John Wyoke. 

“The stamp problem which has just appeared in the June 10 is- 
sue of Linn’s is not simple, nor can it be solved with simple algebraic 
equations, There are an infinite number of answers which would sat- 
isfy the problem, so I am giving you the simplest answer which does 
not contain fractions, which probably is exactly what you want. 

“After spending four hours on the problem I have finally come 
up with the following answers: You have bought from the man with 
15 stamps 4 of them at 37c, and the other 11 at 2c, for a total of $1.70. 
From the man with 50 stamps you purchased 2 at 37c and 48 at 2e 
for a total also of $1.70, and the man with 85 sold you all his stamps 
at 2c to receive another $1.70. Rips sehen Sig iis eee 

“As I have said before it is impossible to solve the problem alge- 
braically and the answer must be found by guesswork. However, 
by using algebra I have found a way to narrow down the possibilities 
to only ten. It took me four hours to figure out the method to get 
this formula and only ten minutes once I had found it to solve the 
problem. I am enclosing the method by which I solved it on another 
sheet of paper. 

“Iam a junior in high school, a math major, and intend to go 
into scme branch of engineering after graduation. 

“I hope I have understood the problem correctly; I have assumed 
that the same price was paid for all of the third man’s 85 stamps 
while two prices were paid to the other men.”’ 

A card good for a 30-word classified advertisement was mailed to 
the winner in each state. If you did not get one you know that some- 
one was in ahead of you. We wish we could have given a prize to 
everyone but that is not possible. 

While you are reading this Mrs. Linn and I will be up Ohio or 
in New York State visiting her father and sister. We will be back 
home in Howey about the end of July when I will perhaps have a 
stack of mail that I will have to dig into and try to get answers to 
those to whom an answer should be sent. We hope you have a pleas- 
ant summer too.

Argentine Stamp 
Best Religious 


An Argentine stamp (Scott type 
AP19) depicting the Christ Child 
has been voted the most outstand- 
ing stamp of a general religious 
theme issued in 1956 by members 
of the Collectors of Religion on 
Stamps Society (COROS). Results 
of the balloting were announced 
by the Rev. Aloysius S. Horn of 
Fremont, Ohio, chairman of the 
committee which conducted the 
poll. 

The winning design shows a de- 
tail from da Vinci’s famous paint- 
ing, ‘‘Virgin of the Rock’’ which 
hangs in the Louvre in Paris. 

Selected as the best Catholic 
theme of the year was the Vati- 
can’s A74, depicting ‘‘Our Lady of 
Czestochowa’’, familiarly known as 
the Black Virgin. German Repub- 
lic set type A172-3 issued in honor 
of the Kirchentag German Protes- 
tant faith festival won in the Pro- 
testant class. Israel again took top 
honors for the best Jewish religi- 
ous design, this time with its set 
showing the symbols of the Twelve 
Tribes. 





COROS voters selected the 
Black Virgin stamp ~—s the best in 
overall design and inspiration; the 
Christ Child issue was a close sec- 
ond. 

The Black Virgin stamp focuses 
attention of the philatelic world on 
a remarkable ancient painting, at- 
tributed by legend tosSt. Luke, the 
Apostle. Preserved at first in Jeru- 
salem, it was taken to Constantino- 
ple hy St. Helena in 326, and more 
than 500 years later to the city of 
Kiev, Russia. It remained in the 
royal palace of Belz as an object 
of veneration for 579 years and 
then was removed to Poland by 
Prince Ladislaus to protect it from 
Mongol invaders. 

Known now as “Our Lady of 
Czestochowa,” the painting has 
become a national symbol] to the 
oppressed Polish people. In 1656 
Our Lady of Czestochowa was 
named Queen of Poland by the 
Pope and the Vatican issued this 
stamp both to mark the 300th anni- 
versary of that proclamation and 
to pay tribute to the enduring faith 
of the persecuted Polish people. 
The Kirchentag stamps of West 
Germany reproduce the design 
featuring five Crosses that was 
the’symbol of the ecumenical Ger- 
man Protestant gathering last 
summer in Frankfort, while the 
Israel stamps showing the symbols 
of the 12 Tribes are of great in- 
terest to collectors of stamps that 
illustrate. the Bible. 
Altogether, more than 130 
stamps with religious themes ap- 
peared from various nations in 
1956, with two U.S. stamps figuring 
in the balloting for the first time. 
These are the 9c Alamo (the Ala-

‘United States Domestic Postage 
Rates, 1789-1956”’ is the title of a 
138-page book available from the 
government. It traces the develop- 
ment of postal rates through the 
steps that have led to the present- 
day rate structure, providing a 
ready reference source of rate his- 
tory and its legal documentation. 

It contains a compilation of 
United States domestic postal rates, 
fees and charges from March 4, 
1789 when the Constitutional Gov- 
ernment was founded to September 
1, 1956.

“I am a plate block collector. I 
would like your opinion on a cer- 
tain matter. I buy each issue in 
sheets and then bring it home and 
cut my plate block out with scis- 
sors to prevent losing any perfora- 
tions. Would you say this is the 
right or wrong way?” 

Well, you can’t say that it is 
either right or wrong since it brings 
about the desired-result, the separa- 
tion of the block from the pane. I 
would not do it that way because 
the extra trouble isn’t warranted. 

If you will fold at the line of 
perfs once each way, the block 
will tear out easily — you must 
be careful to avoid tearing the perfs 
between the stamps of the block, 
but you usually have no difficulty 
there under ordinary care. 

It would seem to me that there’d 
be more possible damage using a 
scissors. One slip and you’ve had 
it! 





A number of collectors have told 
me about the spelling of the city 
on FDC’s of the Teachers commem. 
This stamp was released at Phila- 
delphia July 1. 

In the circular part of the auto- 
matic cancelling machine die 
wherein are the name of the city, 
time and date, the spelling of Phila- 
delphia is ‘‘PHILADELPIA’’. _ It 
has the ‘“‘H’’ missing in the PHIA. 

There’s no telling how many were 
cancelled that way. If a great 
many are then the normal spelling 
would be the scarce type and the 
mispelling common. It is an in-

pillars were encased and the 
vaulting between the ribs covered 
with rich stucco ornamentation 
so that the layman now finds 
difficulty in discerning the me- 
dieval kernel beneath the gor- 
geous baroque shell. 
In the space behind the organ 
gallery, the many-colored gothic 
ribs were laid bare during the 
restoration in 1956. Further res- 
toration brought other gothic ele- 
ments to light on the inside of 
the west side-entrances so that 
it is now possible at least to some 
extent to visualize the appearance 
of the gothic church. However, 
it is the west entrance with the 
exquisite stone reliefs of the 
tympanum which conveys the 
most vivid idea of the building 
endowed by King Ludwig of 
Hungary. 

More traces of gothic architec- 
ture and sculptures are to be 
found on the Lady Altar. It is 
possible that the gothic middle 
tower originally bore a fretwork 
stone-cupola such as may be 
seen today, for instance, on the 
church of Maria am Gestade in 
Vienna. The great fire of 1827 
appears to have damaged it so 
severely that it had to be renew- 
ed altogether, the _ restoration 
being effected, unfortunately, as 
incompetently as that of the 
roof, which was made consider- 
ably lower and more simply than 
the original one. 

Let us consider now the work 
of Domenico Sciassia, the baroque 
architect. To the gothic nave 
which he préserved and merely 
extended by a series of side 
chapels surmounted by galleries, 
he added two towers in the west 
front and a sort of transept in 
the east, adjoined by a large 
domed space and a new presby- 
tery. In order to house the sac- 
risties, the treasury, and_ the 
vestment room, he added wings 
to the north and south fronts of 
the domed space. 

The interior of the church was 
subdivided by pilasters compris- 
ing extended capitals and cor- 
nices, while the vaults were 
richly adorned with exquisite 
stucco-work. The latter was car- 
ried out, between 1649 and 1672, 
mainly by Italian masters, Mat- 
tia Camin, Alessandro Serenio, 
and Giovanni Rocco. 

The frescoes in the vaulting are 
the work of Georg Hausen of 
Bamberg and of J. B. Columba; 
they were probably completed in 
1680. In the year 1704, the im- 
pressive new building was re- 
consecrated. 

The importance of this place 
of pilgrimage, which for many 
centuries has been visited by 
pilgrims from all over Austria as 
well as from Bohemia, Croatia, 
and, above all, Hungary, is aptly 
reflected by the sumptuous in- 
terior decorations of the basilica. 
The center of it all is the Altar 
to Our Lady. It was the Empress 
Maria Theresa and her Consort 
Franz I who in 1756 donated 
the altar decoration and the sil- 
ver grille. This is a magnificent

work of the Vienna goldsmiths 
Wurth and Moser for which 3000 
kilograms of silver were needed, 
to say nothing of gold and pre- 
cious stones used for further 
‘decorative effect. 

The tabernacle was made in 
1727 by P. J. Drentwett. A group 
of statuary, created by Lorenzo 
Matielli, representing St. Joseph, 
St. Joachim, and St. Anne, crowns 
the Lady Chapel which was 
erected to honor and protect the 
statue of the Virgin and Child, 
a romanesque wood-carving of 
the first half of the 13th century. 

The plans for the high altar in 
the presbytery were made by 
Johann Bernhard Fischer von Er- 
lach, the greatest Austrian archi- 
tect of his day. With only a few 
modifications of the _ original 
plan, he also supervised, between 
1692 and 1704, the erection of the 
many-colored marble columns. 

The Crucifixion on the high 
altar was executed in 1720 by 
the Vienna goldsmith J. Kani- 
schbauer after a model by L. 
Matielli. In 1806 — the period 
when metals were requisitioned 
in connection with the wars 
against France the ancillary 
figures were replaced by wooden 
copies. 

Apart from the_ excellent 
wrought-iron grille of the chapel, 
and the side-altars which were 
presumably built after the plans 
of the architect D. Sciassia and 
contain many a good altar-piece, 
the following details are worth 
mentioning: The organ-case and 
the organ-gallery, a balcony that 
daringly projects into the nave, 
its parapet being covered with a 
profusion’ of gilded ornaments 
and fanciful reliefs (J. Wagner. 
Vienna, 1740); the elaborate mar- 
ble pulpit on the south of the 
nave, a work of Andreas Grab- 
meyer of Turnitz (1689-1691), 
and ané_ exceptionally graceful 
madonna on a pillar under the 
domed space, a wood-carving 
from the first quarter of the 16th 
century. 

Richly endowed are also the 
treasury and the vestment room. 
Naturally enough the majority of 
the objects and votive gifts kept 
in the treasury have but little 
artistic or material value. They 
constitute mostly pious offers of 
a humble nature and .are inter- 
esting primarily from the point 
of view of folklore. There are 
nevertheless some elaborate 
pieces, such as, to mention but 
one, the so-called “Treasury Im- 
age”, an Italian madonna dating 
from the latter half of the 14th 
century.

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basilica and its~interior decora- 
tion, which was carried out from 
1954 to 1957 in view of the jubi- 
lee, was meant in the first place 
to safeguard the structure as 
such. Firstly, all damage to the 
roof and windows was repaired 
and all outside architectural ele- 
ments, above all the cornices, 
renovated, while the walls were 
newly plastered and colored in 
such a manner as to recapture the 
original appearance of the church 
before the fire in 1827. 

Inside the church, the pilasters 
were covered with a smooth red- 
marbie stucco to harmonize both 
with the frescoes in the vaulting 
whose former brilliance. was re- 
gained by restoration and clean- 
ing, and with the rich stucco 
decorations.

In Dominican Set 


The American 100 and 200-meter 
Olympic dash champion, Robert 
Morrow, is the subject on the llc 
airmail stamp of a new set of eight 
issued July 18 by the Dominican 
Republic. They come in honor to 
the winners of eight major events 
in the recent Olympic Games in 
Australia. 

The series also gives tribute to 
the nation under which they parti- 
cipated with a display of its flag. 
The designs show the actual win- 
ning of the event along with the 
athlete’s flag in full colors, 


An earlier Dominican Olympic 
set of eight honored all-time Olym- 
pic greats; the new set limits it- 
self to the current champions. 

Each stamp is printed in at least 
three colors, in sheets of 70, dia- 
mond shape. Denominations are 1, 
2, 3, 5 and 7c regular mail and 11, 
16 and 17ec airmail. Victorious 
athletes honored are from Sweden, 
Australia, Norway, France, New 
Zealand, U. S. A., England, and 
Brazil. 

The series was also released in 
souvenir sheet form, each _ sheet 
containing one of each of the eight 
stamps grouped around a central 
label in three different designs. A 
total of 25,000 sheets (8,333 of each 
central label design) was released. 
They are available both perf and 
imperf. Six sheets are necessary 
for full coverage. 

Orders for these stamps must be 
prepaid. The stamps will be dis- 
patched by registered mail unless 
other shipment is requested. Post- 
age and registry fees are to be 
added to the remittance. If post- 
age is not included complete sets 
of the issue will be used from the 
quantity ordered. Orders from for- 
eign countries must have RD $1.00 
added to the total order. 

Remittances are to be by bank 
notes, certified or bank checks, in- 
ternational postal money orders, or 
by payment into a bank in the 
country of origin for transfer to the 
Dominican Philatelic Agency. 

There are 100 centavos to the 
Dominican $1. That dollar is equal 
to $1 U. S. Send orders to Agencia 
Filatelica Dominicana, Aptdo. 21, 
Ciudad Trujillo, Republica Domini- 
cana. 

The Agency also has an illustrat- 
ed, free list of some 60-odd recent 
issues. 





German Six Show 
Great Paintings 


In 1955 the Communist Zone of 
Germany issued a set of six to pub- 
licize the return of famous artwork 
to the Dresden Art Gallery. These 
were paintings of famous artists 
and of considerable value. 





On June 26 the postal administra- 
tion released a similar set of six 
stamps picturing paintings which 
are again in the Dresden galleries. 
The 5pf sepia pictures the Holy 
Family with Elizabeth and John 
by artist Andrea Mantegna; 10pf 
yellow green, Barberina Campani 
by Rosalba Carriera; 15pf violet, 
Portrait of Morette by Hans Hol- 
bein; 20pf red, Christ by Tiziano 
Vecelli; 25pf blue, Saskia with a 
red flower by Rembrandt; 40pf 
carmine, The Young Flag-Bearer 
by Giovanni Battista Piazetta. 

The designs are the work of Paul 
Hohler. Printing is by photogravure 
on paper watermarked DDR and 
quatrefoils at the Graphische Werk- 
statten in Leipzig.

The Falkland Islands are the 


next subject, while the Falkland 
Islands Dependencies—which are 
quite another kettle of fish (whale, 
that is)—will be up for discussion 
later. The stamps of the Falklands 
have always been particular fa- 
vorites with American collectors 
who are partial to the western 
hemisphere colonies anyway. 

There are a number of wide- 
spread misconceptions about this 
group of islands which, contrary to 
popular opinion, are not located in 
the West Indies at all, but are 
thousands of miles distant from 
from them. They lie roughly 300 
miles east and slightly to the north 
of the Straits of Magellan; in other 
words, off the coast of Argentina 
which has a long-standing but de- 
batable claim to them. In fact, so 
bitter is the feeling in Argentine 
official circles that the only ship 
which links the Falklands with the 
outside world, the ‘‘Fitzroy’’, de- 
picted on the colony’s current 1d 
stamp, docks at Montevideo, Uru- 
guay! 

Argentina’s many map stamps 
(see Scott types A145, 146, 203, 224, 
SP6, and AP15) all show the Falk- 
land Islands and, more recently, 
also the Dependencies, as Argen- 
tine territory. 

The Falklands have a surprising- 
ly large area of 4618 square miles 
and consist of two large islands, 
logically named East and West 
Falklands, plus numerous small 
and mostly uninhabitable islets. 
Two fine map stamps, Falklands 
Scott Nos. 69 and 110, will be help- 
ful if you do not have access to a 
detailed map of this area. The 
Falklands are anything but Robin- 
son Crusoe islands. Instead, they 
offer the kind of rough, primitive 
life that our own Western pioneers 
faced during the second half of the 
last century, with, of course, many 
modern technical flourishes added. 

Parallel to the situation in some 
other colonies we have visited dur- 
ing this series of articles, one pow- 
erful business firm virtually con- 
trols the entire economy. This is 
the Falkland islands Company 
Limited which even transports all 
the mail to and from the colony 
on the ‘‘Fitzroy’s’ ten annual 
round trips. A considerable group 
of the Falklands’ 2250 inhabitants 
is employed by this firm which is 
over 100 years old. 

While the human _ population 
hence is rather small, the sheep 
population is tremendous. There 
are not less than 600,000 sheep on 
the Falklands and their wool—and 
to a much smaller extent also 
their hides, skins, tallow and 
frozen meat—accounts for all of 
the colony’s exports of about $1,- 
500,000 annually. Compared to this 
sum, stamp sales of roughly $50,- 
000 a year, or about twice that in 
years that bring new issues to the 
Pound, play a relatively minor 
role. About one-quarter of the 
population is engaged in the vari- 
ous phases of sheep farming and 
there is a shortage: of labor with 
no unemployment whatever. There 
are no other factories or industries 
in the colony. 

The overabundance of sheep 
has one great drawback, the is- 
landers have to subsist mainly on 
mutton as the supply or fish, fowls, 
pork and beef is small and irreg- 
ular. Only -the plentiful ‘‘Upland 
Goose’’, shown on the KGVI 4d and 
on the QEII 2d provides for varie- 
ty in diet. 

Both the’ East and West Falk- 
lands have very deeply indented 
coastlines and possess a number of 
fine harbors and anchorages. The 
surface is hilly, attaining its maxi- 
mum elevation of 2315 feet in 
Mount Adam on West Falkland. 
There are no navigable rivers and 
no railroads, and even the few 
roads in Stanley are in very poor

condition. The entire country is 
covered with moorland with nu- 
merous outcroppings of rocks. 


Apart from the capital where 
practically every house has a gar- 
den, there is no cultivation except 
in the vicinity of the farm settle- 
houses 
where vegetables and fruits and in 
some places oats and grass for hay 
are grown. The soil is mainly peat, 
which is cut and stored as the sole 
available fuel. Sandy areas occur. 
In general appearance, the Falk- 
lands are just as bleak and inhos- 
pitable as they appear on some of 
the landscape pictorials but they 
can look more inviting in fine 
weather, and the sunsets are said 
to be often beautiful. 


Stanley is situated on a sharply 
rising hillside forming the csouth- 
ern slopes of a harbor entered 
from Port William. The only other 
settlement of over 100 souls is Dar- 
win, the headquarters of the Falk- 
land Islands Company’s farms. 
The entire territory outside Stanley 
is known locally as the ‘‘Camp’’, 
from the Spanish ‘‘campo”’ (coun- 
tryside). 


The climate !s cool and extreme- 
ly windy with gales howling at 
least once or twice a week the year 
round. Many houses have self-in- 
stalled lighting systems which 
utilize the winds to rechange the 
batteries! Other than that, the 
weather and precipitation are not 
unlike England’s, that is, it rarely 
gets very hot or very cold. 

The Talklands have their own 
banknotes, but use United King- 








dom coinage. The islanders are ex- 
tremely thrifty and there are al- 
most aS many savings bank de- 
positors as there are people. Near- 
ly all of the import and export 
trade is with England which has 
sent excellent telephone and radio 
communications equipment so that 
all points can get into immediate 
touch with each other. 

There is a government-run in- 
ternal air service for the transport 
of doctors and patients as well as 
inter-island deliveries. There is no 
airmail service to the outside 
“world, but the Falklands post of- 
fice receives about 180 bags of 
overseas mail by sea each month. 
There are no local newspapers or 
commercial movie -heaters, but 
radio programs of 2 to 3 hours du- 
ration are broadcast daily, mainly 
news reports and comment, sports 
results and tape-recorded shows 
from the BBC in London. 

About 800 homes have radio li- 
censes (we are fortunate to be liv- 
ing in one of the few countries in 
which there is no fee to be paid for 
owning a radio or TV set) and, 
curiously, almost half listen in via 
the normal telephone lines. This is 
perhaps the only remaining spot 
where wired and wireless radio 
services are operated _ointly. 

We’ll cover the interesting see- 
saw history of the Falkland Islands 
in our next ‘two columns and then 
conclude with some comments on 
this colony’s stamps and postal 
history before passing on to a 
similar discussion of the antarctic 
Falkland Islands Dependencies.

Ten stamps have recently been 
issued in Bolivia to honor the 7th

It is a blue 80st., 
printed in photogravure. 

The third overprint on the old 1 
Leva ‘First Bulgarian Lorry” 
stamp of 1951 and 1952 has now 
appeared. It is again a 16st. sur- 
charge, but this time printed in 
red. Previously this stamp had 
beer surcharged with this new val- 
ue in blue, and it is known in two 
types, thick and thin printing. 


East Germany Honors 
Clara Zetkin 


The centenary of the birth of 
Clara Zetkin, German communist 
leader, was marked on July 5 by a 
single red and green 10pf. stamp 
showing her portrait and a carna- 
tion. The design, by R. Skribelka, 
was photogravure printed by the 
VEB Graphische Werkstatten, Lei- 
pzig, on ““‘DDR and Quatrefoils”’ 
watermarked paper. The first-day 
cover shows her birth place in 
Wiederau near Rochlitz. 





Hungary Honors 
Esperanto 


On June 8, the first new post- 
revolutionary Hungarian issue was 
released, two photogravure printed 
stamps honoring the 70th anniver- 
sary of the international language 
Esperanto. Both are airmails; a 
brown 60 filler showing the Esper- 
anto star above a map of the 
world, and two faces in profile 
talking to each other; the green 
1Ft. value brings a portrait of the 
‘inventor of Esperanto, L. Zamen- 
hof (1859 - 1917) on the 40th anni- 
versary of his death. His portrait 
was drawn by Sandor Legrady, 
who is also responsible for the de- 
sign of the 60f, 


Two Berlin Definitives 
New Set Inaugurated 


A new set of ‘‘Famous Men of 
Berlin’’ was initiated on June 22 
with the release of a 30pf. stamp 
showing a portrait of Friedrich 
Karl von Savigny, Prussian Minis- 
ter of Justice and one of the first 
Professors at Berlin University, 
Savigny was born at Frankfurt on 
February 21, 1779, and died in Ber- 
lin on October 25, 1861. He is the 
most prominent representative of 
the historical school of justiciary 
history, and was prominent in the 
exploration of the historical basis 
and the traditional popular beliefs 
on the development of legal forms. 
The stamp’s design is based on 
a portrait of Savigny by Franz 
Kruger, a prominent painter of the 
Biedermeier period, who died 100 
years ago in Berlin. His memory 
is also honored by this stamp, 
which was designed by Arthur De- 
gener, and engraved by Egon Falz, 
being recess-printed at the Federal 
Printing Office in grey-green and 
dark brown on the Giori press. 2 
million copies were released, pro- 
duced on the West German “‘DBR 
and Quatrefoils’’ watermarked pa- 
per. 

The stamps will be sold until 
December 31, 1958, and remain 
valid until December 31, 1959. 

On July 30, two further stamps 
in the new ‘‘Berlin Buildings’’ 
definitives will be released, both 
from designs by A. Goldammer. 
The grey-green 30pf. (engraver: 
E. Winkler) shows the Chamber of 
Industry and Trade with the Stock 
Exchange; the blue 40pf. brings 
Charlottenburg Castle (engraver: 
E. Falz). 


New Zealand Health Stamps 
Plus Miniature Sheets! 


For the first time ever, the New 
Zealand post office has consented 
to the production of ‘‘miniature 
sheets’’—blocks of six of the two 
forthcoming Health issues—which 
“will. not be on general sale at 
post office counters’. Their sale 
will be entrusted chiefly to the 
Health Camps Federation which 
already benefits by the ‘‘Health’’ 
surcharge on the ordinary stamps, 
and no price is given for these 
items which will have a nominal 
value of 1 s. 6d. (for the 2d + 1d 
value) and 2 s. (for the 3d + 1d 
value). No offiical reason for this 
departure has been given, and the

The forerunner was released on 
June 22, a 20fr. in the ‘‘Marianne 
de Muller’ design. Ot..er stamps

To meet the 15fr rate, the recent 
8fr definitive ‘‘Quesnoy”’ is being 
reprinted in brown and blue to fill 
the demand for this value; the 
35fr will be formed by a reprint 
of the old 8fr ‘‘Region Bordelaise’”’ 
in green and blue, and the 70fr (for 
urgent parcels) will be formed by 
reprinting the “Pont Valentre” 
stamp in grey-black and yellow- !

More Details On 
Mayflower Covers 


The unusual circumstances sur- 
rounding the various covers 
brought over on the ‘‘Mayflower 
Il’’ which Linn’s mentioned in the 
issue of July 8 have been checked 
out. From a thoroughly reliable 
source in Massachusetts, it is 
learned that: 

Advance estimations prior to the 
landing of the ship were that as 
high as 200,000 covers were to be 
processed. Preparations were 
made toward that task, but due to 
difficulties in operating the cancel- 
ling machines in the post office, 
only a few over 68,000 were serv- 
iced by actual count, with an esti- 
mated additional 7000 not strictly 
accounted for. 

Authoritative information is that 
approximately 75,000 covers were 
backstamped and/or cancelled. 
Since some original covers with 
cachet but not franked or cancelled 
on board were serviced with U. S. 
stamps, and since 50,000 or more 
of the properly addressed covers 
as originally advertised and sold 
were included, it is definite that 
only a small part, if any, of the 
100,000 unaddressed covers men- 
tioned by LIFE Magazine ‘‘got 
through’. There is ‘‘no knowl- 
edge”’ in the Plymouth Post Office 
of these 100,000. 
It is, therefore, definite that any

Bureau print coils often have 
a habit of getting used up unex- 
pectedly. This happened all too 
regularly in the 1922-23 1\%c coils, 
partly because of the switch to 
the full face Harding 1%c coils 
and to other reasons that could 
not rightly be explained. Any- 
way a writer in the FORUM feels 
that the 14%c Waco coil that ap- 
peared early this year with 
TEXAS spelled out in full will 
probably be a rarity. It already 
seems to be out of stock in the 
post office. 

Just why new plates for this 
item were made is not easy to 
explain. Neither Noble or Gunesch 
3rd edition lists the stamp. When 
the narrow sheet stamps for 
Waco appeared they had the 
state name spelled in full, but 
the coils being WIDE types still 
had the “TEX.” abbreviation. 
However publicity sometimes has 
the power to pull out some of 
these reluctant items and maybe 
this will be the case here. Look 
for a 1%c Prexy coil from 
WACO, TEXAS and 0be sure 




















merfield commented,” that the 
Post Office Department is partici- 
pating in the observance of Na- 
tional Transportation Week.

Some of later issue show the 
development of transportation over 
the years, from the ox-cart an 
stage coach to the tractor-trailer, 
from the small locomotive to the 
mammoth diesel, the canoe to the 
ocean liner and the Wright Broth- 
ers’ plane to the swept-wing jet. 
Manpower so essential to tra-s- 
portation, postal and otherwise, is 
recognized by stamps honoring the 
railroad engineers (1950), the rail- 
way postal clerk (1913) and several 
showing the letter carrier making 
delivery. 

The Post Office Department also 
had on exhibition at Houston dur- 
ing the same week its highly-ac- 
claimed exhibit on proper pack- 
aging. This modern display, illus- 
trating and explaining proper 
packaging methods, was first seen 
at the American Management 
Assn. convention in April 1956 in 
Atlantic City and has been shown 
in several other vities since.
